LOCAL RAILROAD; 


Progress of the Carson 4 Colorado 
Passenger and Freight Netes—H ow 
the Map of Nev«da is to be Cut Up 


- by Railroad Lines, f * 


According to the Chronicle, the pre- 
liminary surveys for the narrow-gauge 
railroad from Hawthorne to Candelaria, 
a distances of 58 miles, were long since 
completed. Eleven miles of track is 
laid beyond Hawthorne up to Monday, 
which exhausts all of the iron avail- 
able. Further shipments of rails and 
trimmings are expected daily. As 
soon as the material arrives track-lay- 
ing will be actively resumed, and the 
road finished to Candelaria within two 
months at the outside from the time 
of again beginning work. The line 
runs in a southeasterly direction from 
Hawthorne, and at a point 25 miles 
out will be turned due south. The 
line has now reached the New Boston 
Pass, so-called. Fourteen miles fur- 
ther on the railroad will connect with 
a wagon road from Grantsville, 50 
miles distant. As Grantsville is 65 
miles from Austin, the Carson & Col- 
orado will be sure to get all the freight 
now shipped to Austin. At this point 
connection will also be bad with Dow- 
nieville, 30 miles distant. It is prob- 
able that the Wadsworth trade of 


.. |Grantsville will be diverted to the 


narrow-guage. The extension of the 
line even to its present distance from 
| Hawthorne, 11 miles, makes a consid- 
erable saving in the time required to 
haul freight from Bodie, Aurora, Haw- 
thorag, etc., to Candelaria and the rich 
Gold Mountain district now coming 
inte prominence, About seventy-five 
tuacklayers and graders are in the em- 
ploy of the Camon & Colorado Com- 
pany, mostly white meu. The loca. 
tions for the track are made by James 
Oliver, Chief Engineer of the road, 
and assistants, who — two miles io 
advance of the tracklayers. The 
eleven miles of rail out from Haw- 
thorne, just completed, are laid 
through a saudy desert of unusual 
depth and dreariness. It is the inten- 
tion of the company to continue track 
lnying at least 100 miles beyond Can- 
delaria, and probably much farther.

Train men on the Carson & Colorado 
receive wages based on about the 
same tariff as that of the Central Pa- 
cific. _ Engineers are paid $110 per 
month; conductors, $90; firemen, $75, 

and brakemen $70. These rates are 
considerably less than those which 
prevail ou the Virginia & Truckee. 

That company pays engineers $5; con- 
ductors, $4; firemen,$3 50, aod brake- 
men $3 25 per day.
